A Profitable Country Life. 


S there in the country a real opening for 
a man with small capital to 
make a profitable country life 
apart from common farming 
fairly certain? Is it better 
than common farming ; and, if 
so, what are the requisites in 
the individual? Now, I call 
these good questions. In the 
first place, the requisites in the 


. individual are patience, quiet- 
“A7 ness of habit, a desire to settle 
down somewhere, a great 
attachment for home, a real 
liking for animals, and the 
power to plod and persevere 
all the year round, and all the 
rest of one’s life, if needs be. 
Depend on 
leaving off. 


I, Myself,am Out Every 
Morning by Four or 
Five O'clock, 
at this time of the year usually 
the former, and seldom seem 
,to have done till bedtime. There are a few hours of quiet 
sleep, and then it is “up and atit” again. Irun a pretty 

big place—taking it all round— 

Poultry, Rabbits, Game, etc., 
and I can say in reply to the query “Is it better than 
common farming)?”

One may, in acquiring knowledge, make several 
almost fatal errors, but one never makes the same error 
twice over. 


Tomatoes in the Open. 

With me tomatoes in the open air are now setting their

flower, in fact. This will produce a coarse fruit if allowed 
to.grow, so I pick it off. e soil I use for tomatoes had a 
fair dressing of farmyard dung dug into it in April.

no other manure in, and I only use a ok stimulant a few 
times when there isa lot of fruit swe 1 
stirring of the surfaee soil around planted-out tomatoes is 
most necessary. It lets in the air and encourages roots to 
feed upwards. If the plants become too strong and sappy 
and will not throw blooms, I keep them dry at the roots, and 
even sometimes sever a lot of the roots by sending the spade 
down its full depth a foot or so from the plant all round. 
The further aid to bloom and fruit setting is in pinching 
o't all siie shoots. It is best to continue doing this all the 
growing period, as every side shoot or sucker takes sap to 
support it, and hence robs the plant. A secure staking to 
strong sticks and frequent tying and Lng, S Lain] be 
followed up if the plants are to do their best. Five or ten 
minutes deyoted to this work every day will keep a lot of 
tomato-plants in good trim. To secure dryness at the 
roots when fruit is ripening and goes cracked, I keep a lot 
-of roofing slates handy, and these I lay around the collar 
of each plant in such a way that they will throw off the | 
rain-water. -

Cart-Shed, Etc. 


“Imquirer.”—Corrugated sheets for shed 30 ft. long by 
10ft. wide. Make it 12 ft. wide, or carts will not go in. The 
cheapest structure is a lean-to. If it be open in front it 
will take fifteen sheets for the back and twelve for the ends. 
You can get any leng:hs, 6, 7, 8, or 9ft., and the carpenter 
who fixes the framework and nails on the sheets will 
cut the end sheets to fit the shape of the roof. Timber: 
white deal. Measure the height, and allow four corners 
and four centres of the 3in. by 4in., and a 2in. by 3in. 
piece upright every 18in., then allow for bottom plate all 
round in 3in. by 4in., and a top plate in same size. The 
roof will take a 2in. by 3 in. rafter every 2 ft. ; or you may 
put the roof bearings lengthwise. Get a carpenter to 
measure it out for you, setting the height of shed at 7 ft. at 
the back and 10 ft. in front, and send to the Cheap Wood 
Company, whose address you will find in the P.I. P., for 
a quotation for the timber and the roofing iron.

Beware of cooling powders! A boy aged six, 
Albert Waters, son of a Homerton draper, died 
after taking a ‘‘ cooling powder” given him by 
his mother. - Dr. Dawson said the’ powders con- 
tained tartar emetic and a preparation of anti- 
mony, a poison which had a very depressing 
effect. These powders were sold promiscuously, 
yet one-eighth of a grain of antimony was 
sufficient to produce vomiting. The autopsy 
showed death to be due to syncope following 
pheumonia, which he believed was accelerated 
by the intense heat and the depressing effect of 
the powder. He had been called in at threesimilar 
cases. The jury returned a verdict in accordance 
with the medical evidence, adding that, ‘‘ having 
heard in evidence that a certain powder had been 
given to deceased the day before death, and 
further that such powder is a patent medicine 
and contains a preparation of antimony, which 
has a seriously depressing effect, we recommend 
that some statutory limit should be placed on the 
sale of such drugs, so that they could not be 
administered in the absence of skilled medical 
attention.” The Coroner said he would forward 
the jury’s rider to the proper authorities.

RURAL P.S. 


OPEN-AIR CHRYSANTHEMUMS, 


Mosr of the semi-carly, and mid-season types of these 
plants can be bloomed well in the open air. The ehrys- 
anthemum is quite a town plant. It opens its blooms 
well, and keeps fresh and sweet a long time in town 
gaviens.

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Tf “mums” will succeed in smoky London, they will do 
anywhere. ‘There are three or four essentials in their 
cultivation in.town gardens. They should be planted out 
in fresh soil, a flowerpotful for each plant; they need well 
pressing in, with just a hollow to let the water keep aroun 
the plant when watering. After beginning to grow, the 
first shoots that push up well should be pinched back onee. 
What shoots come from these should be trained on, and the 
best of all positions for training them for a town garden is 
against a sunny wall or fence facing south. Would not 
A jar of chrysanthemum blooms like that shown in the 
sketch be worth setting up next October or November? 
They are as easily grown as daisies are if the routine be 
followed. During all the fast-growing, wood-makin 
period, a dose of liquid manure two or three times a w 
will suit them capitally. It may be kept on with till the 
buds begin to swell. Another essential, and one that 
necessitates a wall or fence being used to train the plants 
against, is shelter. I give it by nailing a thin sack along 
above the plants in such a bend that I can let it hang down 

n ts. It can be easily pulled 
up again in the mornings. Plants to plant out now should 
be those that are at presert growing in small pots, In 
buying or selecting these, ask for the early bloomers, and 
get them as short and sturdy in growth as possible. Each 
cluster of blooms will require thinning to three.
